Distortion caused by the earth's 
atmosphere limits the degree of 
magnification poasible. Thus, though 
the. telescope theoretically is powe: ul 
enough to show up two bright spots 
30 feot apart on the face of the moon, 
this power cannot bo realized. 

Further, astronomers will not waste 
time pointing the 200-inch giant at 
the moon and other nearby objects 
well within ‘smaller telescopes’ range. 
The new instrument will pick up 
where the present world’s largest 
Mt. Wilson telescope leaves off. ; 

Present limits of the Mt. Wilson 
telescope ‘iy 1,800,000,000,000,000,000,- 
000 miles, where Dr, Edwin Hubble 
has glimpsed far-off nebulae. Mt. 
Wilson astronomers estimate the 200- 
inch telescope should double the range 
of the 100-inch, Instrument. 

Look Directly Into Mirror

DIVORCED WIFE 
' ON TRIAL’

Richard Tauber, the famous 
singer, was present to-day at the 
trial here of his wife, Carlotta 
Tauber Vanconti, for alleged 
blackmail, 

Frau Vanconti, who is of. strik- 
ing beauty, pleads, not guilty. 
“According to the Public-Proscets | 
tor, Tauber married Carlotta Van- 
conti in Vienna in 1924. They 
were divorced by a Berlin court in 
1928, and Tauber then gave his 
wife, it is stated, £9,000 by way of 
alimony, a well- furnished _ flat,

In 1980 Frau Vanconti, accord- 
ing tothe prosecution, asked’ for

SENSIBLE BUT— 


At the next mecting, in July, of 
the Council of Davis Cup nations, 
Czecho-Slovakin Is intending to 
bring forward proposals for deal- 
ing with unpleasant Incidents, or 
rather for their prevention’ so far 
ns posrible.. ‘The Czecho-Slovakian 
“olution ja, in essence, that all 
Davis Cup then shall be presided 
over by a “neutral” referce—that 
is, n referee of a different nation- 
allty from cither of the competing 
nations. . 

Tho proposal is that every nation 
shall nominate “ono prominent per- 
sonngo” roforee, and that tho list of 
theso- persons shall be cltculated to 
all nations. When a Cup match is 
to be playcd, the nation playing away 
from homo fs to nominate threo por- 
rons from tho list, and the nation 
playing ot homo is to select one namo 
from, theso three. If tho final choice 
Is unablo to act ho is to appoint his 
substitute, and if the substitute fs 
unable the Champion Nation is to 
appoint the referee, whose expenses, 
oF whatevor nationality ho may be, 
aro to come out of tho general pool. 

hi MORE POWER i 

Theso, proposals scem sensible 
enough; and if carried, might, go far 
towards minimising the See 
unpleasantnesses. ju ere may 
some objection taken to the poWcts 
with which Czecho-Slovakia proposca 
that the referce shall bo invested. 
Theso ‘are, that if n match is inter 
rupted by spectators the referco {8 to 
be empowered to stop ft, or declare 
it void and havo it replayed with 
different umpires and linesmen, and 
to declare the nation which refuses 
to replay to be the loser of the match, 
And,. further, that the stands or oa 
section of them be cleared, and, if 
this proves to be unenforceable, to 
direct. that the match shall be re- 
played with the ground closed to the 

ublic, and to appoint umpires and. 
Tinesmen of his own. choosing, 

So: drastic a method of dealing 
with .a disturbance would demand 
that any of the “prominent ‘person- 
ages” acting oa referee should: not 
only be strong-minded but tactful, 
and an intelligent judge of the right 
moment tg act, and whether or not 
to put his powers into farce without 
previous “warning. Otherwise what 
war merely a.momentary ebullition 
of feoling might very well develop 
into a riot, and tho last’ state of 
tho affair bo worse: than the 
first. “In nny caso I should be 
surprised if there should be any 
very eager rush of “prominent por- 
sonnges” to ret themselves nominated 
by their national authoritics for the 
office of referee.
